Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th November, 1980, Shri Nagendra Nath Katoki 
wont to village Borigaon at the dead of night to apprehend two 
notorious criminals namely Tirthn Gogoi and Babul Das. 
These two desperate criminals and their gang were responsible 
for many crimes in the area and were wanted in another case 
at Johrat. Shri Katoki, at first, searched the house of Tirtha 
Gogoi but since he could not be found in his house, Shri 
Katoki went to the house of Babul Das. Since Babul Das 
was absconding, Shri Katoki caught the brother of Babul Das, 
who was also a wanted accused. While he was holding the 
brother of Babul Das In the courtyard of the house and the 
members of the Police Party were conducting a search of the 
house, the two criminals, who were lying in an ambush 
attacked the Police Party. They wore accompanied by a 
couple of their henchmen and wcie armed with deadly wea¬ 
pons. In disregard of his personal safety, Shri Katoki grap¬ 
pled with the assailants who attacked him with sharp swords 
as a result of which Shri Katoki sustained deep and gaping 
injuries in his head This resulted in profuse haemorrhage and 
Nhri Katoki fell down in a pool of blood and breathed his 
last shortly thereafter. 

In his attempt to apprehend two desperate criminals, Shri 
(Vagcndrn Nath Katoki exhibited conspicuous gallantry, cour¬ 
age and devotion to duty of a very high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police Medal anti 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 15th November, 1980.
